Elba Schools administrators utilize summer ‘break’ to prepare for new year

While kids may spend the 
summer celebrating their 
three-month long respite 
from the cinderblock walls 
of school, administrators, 
teachers and janitors use 
those months to ensure that 
next year is better than the 
last. 

Chris Moseley, superin- 
tendent of Elba City 
Schools, said the summer 
months are usually the busi- 
est for most of the staff. 
During this time, class- 
rooms are emptied so that 
floors can be waxed, sched- 
ules are changed to reduce 
class sizes and upgrades are 
installed to ensure the stu- 
dents are safe. 

“We want the buildings to 
look the best they can when 
the kids come back in,” 
Moseley said. 

According to the superin- 
tendent, a lot of work this 
summer is going into mak- 
ing sure the buildings are 
safe as well as looking 
good, } 

“There’s been a little bit 
of extra state funding that 
has come down this year,” 
he said. “So, we are really 


looking at upgrading safety 
systems, cameras, things 
like that.” 

Importantly, all of the up- 
grades being made are in- 
tended to be long-term 
solutions. This may be as 
simple as replacing 25-year- 
old carpet with tile-floors, 
or as complex as buying the 
newest cameras. 

“We're trying to get 
things that will last,” Mose- 
ley said. “We're trying to 
get the most modern cam- 
eras, so somebody isn’t hav- 
ing to come in here in ten 
years and replace it all 
again. We want something 
that will be around for a 


’ while.” 


Jason Tucker, assistant 
principal of Elba High 
School, said the summer 
work really begins with an 
analysis of the previous 
year. 

“Usually we start by eval- 
uating last year—like how 
last year went,” he said. 
“We look at things we 
thought we did really well 
on, things that need im- 
provement, feedback from 
teachers and feedback from 
students.”

Further additions are also 
being made in the high 
school’s career prep pro- 
gram. This will include an 
Emergency Management 
Systems certification which 
will be available to students 
before graduation. 

“For current education, 
it’s about customizing it for 
the kid,” Tucker said. “The 
more you customize and 
help kids find their niche 
early on in high school, the 
better they are off outside of 
high school.” 

At the elementary school, 
much of the summer is ded- 
icated to teacher training. 

“We have several new ad- 
ditions to the staff, and 
we're looking forward to

Dear Editor, 

As most already know, 
the opiate epidemic has 
been worsening, each year 
claiming more lives than the 
last. What is less known by 
the general public is the 
problem with Methamphe- 
tamines has been growing 
over the last several years as 
well. 

In the most recent data 
from the 2017 National Sur- 
vey on Drug Use and 
Health, it was found an es- 
timated 964,000 people age 
12 or older had a meth- 
amphetamine use disorder. 
This large number of Meth- 
amphetamine use can lead 
to some very serious prob- 
lems in communities; 
higher crime rates, de- 
stroyed families, and the 
many risks to public health. 

Methamphetamines are 
made by combining chemi- 
cals that can be explosive in 
bad cases as well as causing 
long term property damage 
from toxic chemicals. 

Houses where a meth lab 
was in operation can retain 
chemicals which are haz- 
ardous to those who live in 
the house afterwards. In 
fact, even use of the drug 
within an apartment, home, 
or trailer can cause negative 
health effects long after the 
user or producer has moved 
one. 

More and more com- 
munities each year deal 
with this problem and it is

an expensive thing to repair, 
with decontamination cost- 
ing thousands of dollars to 
inhabitants and landlords 
both.

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Seatrout, flounder limits change August 1st

Alabama’s saltwater an- 
glers will soon be required to 
abide by changes to the bag 
and/or length limits on sev- 
eral popular fish species. 

On August 1, the length 
and bag limits will change 
for speckled trout (spotted 
seatrout) and southern 
flounder, while the length 
limit will increase for cobia, 


also known as ling or lemon- ~ 


fish. 

Jason Downey, Alabama 
Marine Resources’ Enforce- 
ment Chief, said the speck- 
led trout regulations will 
move to a slot limit, which 
means anglers will be al- 
lowed to keep trout that 
measure between 15 and 22 
inches total length with an 
allowance for one fish over 
22 inches total length. The 
bag limit will be reduced to 
six speckled trout per person 
per day. 

Alabama’s inshore anglers 
should be familiar with the 
slot limit. Red drum (red- 
fish) have been regulated for 
several years by a slot limit 
of 16 to 26 inches total 
length. An allowance for one 
fish larger than 26 inches 
(bull red) is included. 

The southern flounder size 
limit will be increased to 14 
inches total length, and the 
bag limit will be reduced to 
five per person for recre- 
ational anglers. 

The limits for commercial 
anglers will be 14 inches 
total length with a daily limit 
of 40 per person or 40 per 
vessel. 

The entire month of No- 
vember will be closed to 
flounder fishing, both recre- 
ational and commercial. No- 

vember is when flounder 
migrate to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico to spawn. 

Marine Resources (MRD) 
conducted five public meet- 
ings along the Alabama Gulf 
Coast to discuss proposed 
trout and flounder changes, 
provide information. from 
the stock assessments for 
those two fish and gain feed- 
back from the public on the 
potential changes. MRD 
also accepted email com- 
ments from the public as 
well as by phone. 

“In general, the public 
was supportive of making 
changes to both trout and 
flounder because people had 
noticed changes in their 
ability to catch these 
species,” said Marine Re- 
sources Director Scott Ban- 
non. “They also realized the 
amount of people who are 
targeting these fish and how 
dramatically that has in- 
creased over the past few 
years.” 

Eastern Shore resident 
Rob Constantine recently 
shared how he often 
watches boat after boat 
heading to the inshore artifi- 
cial reefs to target trout, red- 
fish and flounder. 

“T used to be able to count 
on catching five or six 
speckled trout every time I 
went out,” he said. “I can’t 
do that anymore. Some days 
I don’t catch any trout. I'd 
like to be able to take my 
grandchildren out and catch 
a few trout. The future is our 
grandchildren, and we have 
to have something for them 
to catch or they lose inter- 
est.” 

During the recent fishing 
event for The Fallen Out-

doors, Capt. Bobby Abrus- 
cato said he welcomes the 
changes to the trout limit. 

“The people who fish 
with me understand that I 
prefer to release as many 
fish as possible,” Abruscato 
said. “Most of my customers 
just want enough fish for 
supper, and others don’t 
want any fish at all. They 
just love catching them.” 

Abruscato is one of the 
veteran guides who started 
fishing the Alabama Gulf 
Coast when the inshore fish- 
ing pressure was limited to a 
dozen or so regular guides. 
Those numbers have in- 
creased dramatically. 

Bannon said MRD sold 
269 guide licenses for boats 
with six passengers or less 
in 2018. Most of those 
guides are fishing inshore. 

“We saw a huge increase 
from the early 1990s 
through the early 2010s,” 
Bannon said. “We went 
from 50,000 inshore fishing 
trips annually in the early 
*90s to more than 500,000 in 
2011. That’s 10 times the 
number of anglers targeting 
trout.” 

Bannon said the increase 
in the number of inshore 
trips has not abated since 
that survey was completed. 

“T tell people that a good 
economy translates to an in- 
crease in fishing pressure,” 
he said, “We've seen that in 
the last couple of years. We 
realize some of that comes 
with effort shift with the 
short seasons for some of the 
federally regulated offshore 
species that are highly 
sought after. People still 
want to fish, so they target 
these inshore species. 

“In south Alabama, fish- 
ing is just a way of life. 
That’s what people want to 
do with their recreational 
time. So, they’re going to 
target species that are avail- 
able to them, whether it’s in- 
shore or offshore fish.” 

Kevin Anson, Marine Re- 
sources’ Chief Marine Bio- 
logist, noted during those 
earlier public meetings that 
stock assessments con- 
ducted independently 
through the University of 
South Alabama indicated 
that both speckled trout and 
flounder populations are in 
decline. The harvest in the 
past five to seven years 
shows the trout breeding 
stock are not at a sustainable 
level. Although not as criti- 
cal as flounder, speckled 
trout could reach that stage 
if changes (in harvest) are 
not made. 

Anson said an increase in 
the trout minimum length to 
15 inches would allow more 
than 227,000 trout to be re- 
turned to the water annually. 
The slot limit will increase 
the survival of the large, fe- 
male trout, which account 
for the bulk of egg produc- 
tion during spawning activ- 


ity. 

Other Gulf states have 
seen reduced flounder land- 
ings and have either made 
regulation changes or are 
considering them. 

MRD estimated the har- 
vest of about 350,000 
flounder in 2002. That har- 
vest has dwindled to about 
150,000 in 2017. 

Fisheries managers use 
spawning potential ratio 
(SPR) to determine the 
health of a fish stock. For 
flounder, the target SPR to 
maintain the population is 
between 25 and 30 percent. 
At the current harvest 
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rate, a 12-inch minimum 
size for flounder would not 
be able to reach the target 
SPR and achieve a sustain- 
able population. The larger a 
female flounder grows, the 
greater the number of eggs 
she releases during the 
spawn. 

According to MRD data, 
an increase in the minimum. 
size to 14 inches would 
allow 38 percent more 
flounder to remain in the 
water. 

After hearing concerns 
from anglers, MRD ap- 
proved an increase in the 
cobia size limit to 36 inches 
fork length, consistent with 
federal regulations. The bag 
limit remains at two per per- 
son for recreational anglers. 

When anglers get ready to 
renew their fishing licenses 
at the end of August, a new 
endorsement will be re- 
quired for those who target 
popular reef fish. 

“The Gulf Reef Fish En- 
dorsement will be available 
when people renew their li- 
censes for next year,” 
Downey said. “When they 
renew their licenses, they 
need to get the Gulf Reef 
Fish Endorsement if they 
plan to fish for snapper, trig- 
gerfish, tile fish, amberjack 
and a list of other reef fish.” 

The Gulf Reef Fish En- 
dorsement will be $10 per 
angler for private recre- 
ational anglers. Charter boat 
fees range from $150-$250, 
and commercial vessels are 
assessed at $200 per vessel. 

The reef fish covered in the 
endorsement are defined in 
state law 220-3-.46. 
Visit www.alabamaadmin- 
istrativecode state.al.us/docs/e 
on_/220-3 pdf for a complete 
list of reef fish included. 

In other changes, the 
minimum size limit for 
shortfin mako shark has 
been increased to 71 inches 
fork length for males and 83 
inches fork length for fe- 
males, which is also consis- 
tent with federal regulations. 

Also, new hook regula- 
tions will go into effect for 
reef fish and sharks. When 
fishing for sharks and all 
Gulf reef fish, anglers must 
use non-stainless circle 
hooks. Additionally, hooks 
used for sharks must be non- 
offset, which means the tip 
of the hook must be in line 
with the shank.

There is a group of 
women in Elba, kind, smil- 
ing and joking with one 
another, who are not to be 
messed with.
